the  Reader. 


Here  haue  bene  fundry,  but  hea- 
then men,  (as  and  others) 
being  no  better  inftruded  then 
the  lame  reach  of  reafbn  could 
guide  them,  nor  any  clearer  en- 
lightened, then  by  the  dimmed 
glimple  of  nature.who  neuerthe- 
leflearriued  thusfarre,astoknow 
and  acknowledge  that  God, who  is  aboue  alfextendeth 
his  carefull  prouidence  ouer  all , and  efpecially  in  pre- 
feruation  of  kingdomes , and  of  other  politique  fbeie- 
ties  j and  of  their  Gouernours  and  Rulers.  For  that 
V>hichmayheknowenofGod,ismamfeFi{(iii\\  Saint  Paul)  Rom.i.ij,io. 
among  them  :for  God  hath  opened  it  vnto  them.  For  his  in  • 
uifible  things  being  vnderjiood  by  his  workes  through  the 
creation  of  the  veorlde , are feenc^j:  that  is , both  his  eternall 
power  and  Godhead^fo  that  they  are  without  eArr»y^.Then 
how  much  more  muft  all  Chriftians,  to  whom  the  Day- 
JlarrehTith  in  greater brightnefle and  meafure appea- 
red, and  the  treafures  of  C7i>^the  Father  in  his  Sonne 
Chrijl  lefiihene  opened,  acknowledge  this  his  proui- 
dence, and  rcuerently  adore  and  magnifie  that  good 
CodyVihlch  to  the  heape  of  all  other  his  mercies  to- 
wards them,addeth  this  blelfing  and  pro teffion  of  Ma- 
giflracie  and  gouernment, whereby  men  Hue  peace- 
ably with  all  honeftie  in  this  life? 
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But  if  euci  any  Nation , yea  if  all  theiiationsin  the 
world  befides , haue  caufe  with  thankefulnede  to  ac- 
knowledge this  kinde  of  bcnefite,furely,wc  the  people 
oiEnglmd^i^Vka  raoft  iuft  and  abundant  occafion  of  all 
others  5 to  performc  this  duetie  vntoGod.  Firft,  for 
placing  oner  vs  our  moft  grations  dread  Soucraigne 
^ueene  Elizabeth,  by  whofe  happic  gouernment 
wee  haue  lb  long  breathed  from  the  burden  of  intole- 
rable mileries  lpiiituall^tf»- 

dage,vndQi  which  afore  we  lay  grouelong,and  pitifully 
groned.  Then^  forpreferuing  thefeher  Realmesand 
Dominions  lb  long  in  the  true  profeflion  of  the  Go- 
Ipel,  and  in  peace  and  tranqiiillitie , notwithftanding 
thefundry  priuieconfpiraciesand  open  hoftilities  pra- 
<51ilcd  both  inward  and  outward  for  the  interruption 
of  our  quiet  repofe  and  holy  profeflion.  Thirdly,  for 
proteding  fo  long  and  fo  often  her  facred  Royal  per- 
Ibn  from  the  cruel  and  bloodic  handes  of  fuch  and  fo. 
many  feuerall  deteftable  and  treacherous  Confpira- 
tors.  And  likewife  for  the  Lords  prouident  and  watch- 
full  eye  ouer  her  and  vs,  and  for  the  wonderfull  happic 
dilcoueries  of  fb  manifold  cruel  defignements  lb  clofe- 
ly  plotted  againft  her  innocentlifc,andfbdangeroufly 
againft  her  Highnejfe  Realmes  and  dominions.  Which 
mifehieuous  deuifes  as  they  haue  all  flowed  from  none 
Apoc.13.and  other  fountainc,  then  from  that  Citieoffeuen  hilles, 
37.  the  See  oiRome,  and  lent  of  xhft  BeaJl,  not  in  regard  of 

any  defert  of  ours , but  becaufe  wee  haue  abandoned 
the  cup  of  Ipirituall  abominations,  wherewith  thefe 
haue  long  intoxicated  the  Kings  of  the  earth : So  haue 
they  bene  continually  proieded^  caried  forward, and 
managed  by  idolatrous  Priesies  and  lefuites  his  crea- 
tures, the  very  loathfome  LocuJh  that  crawle  out  of the 
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bottorfilefl'e  pittc.  Howbcit  they  haue  bene  and  arc 
mightily  fcconded  bycertaine  of  the  earth, 

who  doe  nothing  els  but  ieructhemicluesof  that  ido- 
latrous Romifl)reiigionj2LS  of  a Maskc  and  ftalkinghorfe, 
therewith  to  coiier  the  vnfatiable  ambition  wherewith 
they  arc  poflelTed  of  Vfurping  other  mens 
For  if  we  will  firft  particularly  caft  our  eyes  vpon  the 
variable  confpiracics  that  haue  bene  entred  into  but 
againfther  HighnelTeRealmes:  fhall  we  not  findc  that 
trealbn  of the  two  Pooles,o{  Felton, znd  of  the  late  Duke 
of  TS^orthfolke,  oiThrogmorton,  oi Engle  field,  oi  Paget,  of 
Shelley,^n6i  Stanley ySLnd  Torke,  and  of  all  the  Seminaric 
Priefles  and  lefuites,  lo  haue  bene  tickled  vp  by  Ro- 
mifhbufles  and  pra<ffi{csj  and  to  haue  bene  caried  for- 
ward by  their  owne  grofle  dotage  vpon  that  abfurd 
Religion? 

As  for  thole  other  attempts  againft  her  domini- 
ons,which  haue  not  ftaied  theldues  in  the  bare  termes 
of  confpiracie  onely,  but  haue  alfo  broken  further  into 
open  rebellion  & hoftilitie : they  likewife  haue  no  lefle 
bene  blowen  vp  by  that  brood  of  Maffing  Priefis  being 
vnnaturall  fubic^ls  (for  the  moftpart)  of  thefe  king- 
doms.  For  was  not  xJMoreton  a prieft  fent  from  the  Popes 
owne  fide  to  ftirrcvp  the  two'trlcs  and  others  vnto 
the  Northren  rebellion  ? Did  not  54»4?wfccond  his 
bookiflitreafonscuen  with  banner  difplayed,  and  by 
commotion  in  Ireland?  And  doeth  noxih^t  carnal  arch, 
traitor  K^llen^xocX^dmc  to  the  world  vnto  his  owne  e- 
iierlafting  reprochjthat  he  and  others  excited  the  king 
of  i’/>4/»ejinuincible  Nauie  (vainly  fb  furnamed)  by  in- 
uafion  to  haue  conquered  his  owne  nariiie  countrey, 
and  to  haue  fwalowed  vs  all  vp  ? And  thofe  vnnaturall 
and  difloyall  defections  in  Ireland^  which  turned  eft- 
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foonesiiito  violent  commotions,  and  in  the  endebraft 
out  into  open  rebellion  , and  that  crucll  bloodfhed 
wherewith  that  countrey  is  now  fb  forely  affli(fJed  and 
gored,  arpfe  they  not  from  the  irreption  of  thole  vn- 
dermining  vermine  the  Priefis  & lefu/tes  couertly  fent 
in,  firft  alienating  the  minds  of  true  fubieds  from  their 
P;-/»f£’,and  the  faith  offoundprofellbrs  from  religion, 
and  then  inciting  and  perfwading  them  to  this  open 
hoftilitic  and  crueltie  ? Yea, and  in  all  thofe  their  latter 
hidden, hellilTi  and  damnable  defignes  againft  her  Ma- 
ieflies  owne  perfon  and  lifCjluch  Prieftshzue.  alfo  bene 
the  principall  ftirrers  and  agents  vnder  their  vnholy  fa- 
ther. and  Arden,  were  not  they  drawen  into 

that  adio  by  Hall  the  ^t{t^>Parry  by  Cardinal  Como,  & 
by certaine  Englifli  fugitiuc  priefts  at  MillaineznA  Pa- 
?-^,and  alfo  by /f//mtraiteroiis  writings?  Babington  and 
all  the  other  bloodie  conlpirators  his  complices  by 
BalUrdthc^ut^  ? SoLopczhxs  late  piirpoledempoifo- 
ning  is  fayd  to  haue  bene  firft  plotted  and  fet  forward 
in  Spaine  by  Parfim  the  lefuite  Frier.  And  Patrick  o CuU 
len,  Laton,  Kale^  PouleWheele,  and  fiindry  others  very 
lately  were  animated  hy  Holt, Hart, Sherewood  and  other 
priefts  the  detcftableinftruments  oftheBifhiOf  Rome, 
andofthekingof5’/>4/»Amoft  dilhonorable  intended 
executions.

"D  Vt  thatwhich  pafleth  the  reft  & may  be  an  effedu- 
-•^all  motiue  to  workein  all  Chriftian  hearts,  afoun- 
der  deiiotion  of  thankfulnefle  to  our  God,  & a greater 
deteftation  of  that  blood-fucking  RomiJJ)  (^ntichrifi, 
with  his  whole  fwarme  oflhauelings,was  that  dreadful 
attemptof5^»irc,being  appointed  not  onely  quite  to 
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extihguiOi  one  of  the  bright  ftarres  ofoiirNobilitie, 
the  Erie  oiEjfex,  eiieadn  the  time  of  that  his  great  iin- 
ploimcntfor  th^^ealfhe  and  State  j but  withall, which 
we  her  fdbie<fts*dbe!remblc  at  to  remember,  vt- 
terly  to  t^nch  thejiatoiof ifraely  & by  poifon  to  make 
away  QnxSouermgn  f»ijre,both  which,he  to  his  power, 
executed  afwel  on  henl^aieftics  Saddle, as  the  Erie  his 
Chaire,byaconfedion||?ftrong,  that  the  very  finell 
thereof  did  prefently  ftri^  dead  a Dog,vpon  which  he 
firft  hati  tried  it . To  whi^^  horrible  pradife,  the  fayd 
Squirem  his  voluntarieconfeffion,withoutany  torture 
atalhprofefTed  that  he  was  firft  incited,  and  afterward 
at  feuerall  times  perfwaded,  and  appearing  fbmewhat 
backward,  at  laft  encouraged  by  one  Walpoole  a curled 
lehufite  (lefuite  I fhould  fay)  both  by  a blafphemous 
applicatio  or  rather  detortion  of  that  excellent  Scrip- 
ture,necejfarium:  One  thing  is  ncceffarie,as  if  o ur 
Sauiour  by  that  One,  had  menttne  treafonable  (laugh- 
ter of  his  Holy  ones : as  al(b  by  a promife  of  a large  Fee 
from  D,  Bagfhaw  the  Popes  Judas  or  purfebearer  as  it 
(eemeth,  and  withall  the  hope  of eternall  merite  from 
God,as  if with  fuch  bloody  facrifices  of  Chriftian  prin- 
ces, God  were  promerited,  to  vie  their  owne  worde,  Rhcm.tcfta. 
Heb.is.id,  and  in  the  end  armed  with  theconfe<ftion  it 
(clfe  from  to  effed  it  throughly,  and  adiured 

by  receiuing  the  Sacrament,  to  performe  it  fecretly. 

Thele  and  many  other  complots  wee  lee  how  delpe- 
rately  they  haue  bene  attempted, yet(tbanked  be  God) 
arc  not  atchieued:  how  perilloully  plotted, but  are  not 
perfeded  ;howlecretlydeuifcd,  yetmoft  happily  hi- 
therto dilcouered,  and  this  laft  attempt  moft  ftrange- 
ly  reuealed,  their  owne  confciences,like  the  Midimites  ludg./.t*. 
fwordes, mutually  disbowelling  their  owne  lecret  con- 
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fpiracies  . For  ff4//>W^hauing  rcceiucd  intelligence 
thuSquire  being  in  the  Erles  companic,  hadfitoppor- 
tunitie  to  execute  it, yet  the  purpole  not  effedted ; in  an 
affrighted  mind  fearing  that  hadofhimfelfe  re- 
uealed  it  jand  yetwithamifehieuous  deuife  morediue- 
liflily  toadteir,  addreffed  oner  one  and  others, 
to  deted  the  plot  and  defignment  oiSquire^  by  which 
maske  of Diffoucrie  an  cafier  entrie  being  made  for 
the  fayd  stxnly  into  the  Erles  affedfion  and  companie, 
hce  might  more  lafely  and  with  leffc  llifpicion  execute 
and  effedfc  the  intended  villanie  . So  that  it  may  aptly 
bee  verified,  that  her  Maieftics  life  hath  allthiswhilc 
bene  iiiftained  in  mmu  dtiffmij  and  that  vnder  the  fha- 
dow  of  his  wings  fhe  hath  not  milcaried : & that  the  fa- 
cred  oile  wherewith  he  hath  annointed  her  royall  ma- 
ieftie,is  a foueraigne  Antidote  and  preferuatiuc  agamft. 
allthevenemous  infedions,  orempoifoningconlc(Sii- 
ons,  whether  Komi^^  or  SpaaiJJj. 

All  which  whofoeucr  hee  bee  that  will  attentiuely 
weigh  andconfidcr,  and  cannot  fee  the  very  finger  of 
God  mightily  working  herein  by  his  prouidence  and 
mercy,  no  doubt  hce  is  infenfibly  blockifh : who  feeth 
and  will  not  acknowledge  it jis  Wilfully  malicious ; but 
who  acknowledgeth  and  alfo  tafteth  of  the  fwcet  bleff 
lings  that  arc  cnioyed  thereby, and  is  not  mofi:  heartily 
thankful  to  God  therefore,  is  extremely  impious,  and 
doeth  but  adde  this  vngratefiilnefle  vnto  the  malic  of 
all  his  other  wickednelTe,  cuen  vnto  his  ownc  greater 
damnation . Let  eucry  of  vs  therefore  who  hauc  good 
will  to  sion^  turne  from  our  wicked  wayes,  and  from 
the  euil  that  is  betwixtour  hands,  and  inccllantly  with 
heart  and  voyce  yeeld  molt  humble  and  heartie  thanks 

to 
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to  Godour  deliucrer.  But  let  it  notbe  fora  day  or  two 
onely,  whilesthe  intended  wound  doetli  (as  it  were) 
prefent  it  fclfcfrclli  and  grccne  before  the  eyes  of  our 
mindes  \ but  continually,  eiicn  h long  as  we  may  iuft- 
ly  imagine  the  lame  deuil  in  his  impcs  ftill  to  rage  and 
to  be  preft  to  deuoure  vs ; fo  long  as  our  habit Ation  is  a- 
mong(i  the  T entsof  Mefech,  and  6ur foules  amongii  Liofjs, 
rpho  hunt  after  our  liues^  an  d doe  greedily  ieeke  to  giue 
our  Dear  ling  to  the  dog,andto  lay  our  honour  in  the  duji : to 
the  intent,thac  (if it  be  fo  Gods  good  wil)  our  ioy  may 
long  and  long  bee  redoubled  and  trebled  vnto  vsvn- 
der  the  happy  gouernment  of  fo  gracious  aSoueraigne, 
Which  our  bounden  ductic  that  it  may  the  more  fre- 
quently and  fruitfully  be  performed  of  vs ; it  hath  bene 
thought  meete  to  publiih  this  forme  of  prayer  for  the 
cotinuance  of  Gods  mercies  towards  vs, and  of thanks- 
giuingforhisvnlpeakeable  goodnefle  in  dcte(fling  fo 
many  confpiracies,and  auerting  fo  great  mifehiefs 
intended  againft  vs.  Which  duetie  of  praying 
and  thanksgiuing  there  is  no  doubt,  but  e« 
uety  true  hearted  Engliflj  man  and  faith' 
full  SubieBt  will  Doth  priuately 
and  publikely  from  the  bot- 
tome  of  his  heart 

perfornie,
